What is more cheering in the dull dark Winter months when uniform gray covers the 
heavens, and not a blade of grass shows above the dark or snow-covered earth, than a continuance 
of bright bloom right in your own home? It takes but a small amount of space, little money, and 
not much care, to procure these bright spots in the monotony of Nature’s resting period. 

If, moreover, you are the happy possessor of a garden plot what can excel the pleasure of the 
anxious search in early Spring days for the first green sprig showing above the soil? What a joyous 
welcome is given to the first shyly peeping bud heralding Spring’s awakening! When, with Spring’s 
breath of warmth your garden bursts forth in a riotous glory of Snowdrop, Hyacinth, Tulip and 
Crocus, all mingling their perfumes with sweet scents of smiling Mother Earth, what joy for your 
little ones to pick the first blossoms! What smiles are not evoked from lips that have been moaning 
with pain through dreary Winter days, when the first sweet Spring flowers are brought to their 
bedsides ? 

We would like to see every available window filled with the tender grace of perfumed flow- 
ers through Winter, and every garden plot blaze forth in glorious colors with the approach of Spring. 
We give you herewith a few simple rules for the attainment of success in planting and raising 
hardy bulbous flowers: 


PLEASE READ CAREFULLY. 


Culture of Winter and Spring Flowering Bulbs 


Here is a list of Bulbs which will, if-properly cared for, fill your home with beauty through 
the cold dark Winter days and smile at you in the garden when the snow has barely left the ground. 
Their culture is so easy that the veriest amateur cannot fail to have good results following the 
simple rules here given.

The culture of any of these Bulbs is very simple. They can be potted during September, 
October or November, watered well and set away in a cellar or any cool, dark place to make roots, 
when, after remaining four or six weeks, or as much longer as desired, they can be brought out for 
blooming. We earnestly advise potting the bulbs as early as possible, especially if flowers are de- 
sired as early as New Year’s, for the longer time they are given to make roots the better they will 
bloom. By bringing out a few pots at different times a succession of bloom can be kept up all 
Winter. If they are kept in a cool place while in bloom the flowers will keep perfect a long time. 
For the benefit of those who desire more explicit cultural directions we give them here in detail: 


SOIL.—The variety of soil is not a very important item in bulb culture. Any good garden 
loam will answer, but if we had a variety to choose from we would take a rich, sandy soil and mix 
it with a small quantity of leaf-mold. Do not use manure unless it is very old and well pulver- 
ized, and then only in small quantities, or it may cause the bulb to decay, or encourage too rank a 
growth of foliage. 


TIME TO PLANT.—Bulbs can be planted from September to December, and some kinds even 
later, but the earlier the better will be the result, especially if desired for early blooming. Plant 
in September or October if possible. 


PLANTING.—In planting, set the Bulbs just below the surface of the soil, so that they 
will be entirely covered. Set the bulbs down in the soil and cover them; do not press them in by 
force, for this packs the soil under them, and when the roots start they are apt to lift the Bulb. 


AFTER PLANTING.—They should be well watered and set away in some cool, dark place to 
make root. A cellar is best, for it is desirable that they should be kept moist and as cool as pos- 
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sible, hence a warm, dry place is not a good one. Water from time to time as the soil becomes dry. 
They should .remain in this position at least four weeks, and as much longer as possible, it being de- 
sirable that they should have good roots before bringing them out to bloom. 


BLOOMING.—When brought from the cellar or storeroom the pots or Bulbs should be placed 
in a light, sunny window. See that they are watered frequently and have as much fresh air as 
possible. . Keep them free from dust, and when in bloom they will last much longer kept in a cool 
atmosphere than in a hot one. 


Culture in the Garden 


Bulbs are especially valuable for outdoor planting, as they bloom at a time when the garden 


is utterly destitute, and make it gay and attractive. Scillas, Snowdrops and Crocus appear as soon . 


as the snow is away, and are quickly followed by Hyacinths, Narcissus, Tulips, ete. The display 
which a few of these Bulbs make in the early Spring is indeed charming, and they are always ap- 
preciated more than any other class of flowers, for they come when most needed. 


For garden culture Bulbs do not need a very rich soil and are easily cared for. Plant in 
September, October, or November, which are the best months. Late in the Fall the beds can be 
covered with leaves or other coarse litter, which should be removed early in Spring. After the 
Bulbs are through flowering the leaves soon turn yellow and die, and are then ripe enough to be 
taken up and stored away for planting again in the Fall, laving the beds to be filled with other 
plants for the Summer display, or, if desired, they can be left in the beds the whole year. 


PREPARATION OF BEDS.—Spade up so that the beds will be a little higher than the surface, 
so that water will readily drain off. If the soil is poor, add a liberal quantity of well-rotted manure. 


TIME TO PLANT.—September and October are the best months for planting bulbs in the gar- 
den, though it may be done in November and December. Set them from one to six inches apart, 
according to variety or size, and from one to three inches deep. 


PROTECTION.—After planting, the beds should be covered with leaves, straw or other coarse 
litter (as a mulch or protection), which should be removed when the bulbs start in early Spring. 
This is not necessary to save the bulbs, for most’ kinds are perfectly hardy in any situation without 
protection, but it is most advisable to do it, for it preserves the vitality of the bulbs to a great extent, 
and when in bloom you can notice that those which were protected will do twice as good as those 
which were not.
